sixth floor of the fexaa iehool Beok ^posltoiy building. Three spent" 
rifle shells had been found in the southeast comer of the building. 
These were under the eastern most window on the south aide of the build- 
ing further described ae the south window nearest Houston street. 

i'hotographa were taken of the three hulls as fotmd. They were cheeked 
for prints, marked for Identification and released to detective 3. il. Sima 
629 of the Homicide Bureau. The hulls were 6.5 caliber and no legible 
prints were feuad* 

About 1j25 P.H. Captain J. W. Frita 9 directed Lieutenant Oay to the 
northwest portion of the sixth floor where a rifle had been found between 
s(UBe cartona near the stairs. Photograp*??? were taken of the rifle aa 
found, then it was picked up by Lieutenant Day in such a way aa to destroy 
no fingerprints that might be present. With Lieutenant Bay holding the 
gun. Captain Prltz opened the bolt and a live shell fell froa the barrel. 
This shell waa in position to fire should the trigger be pulled. The live 
shej.A was checked for prints, marked for Ideatlfici^tion and released to 
Captain FritK. No fingerprints »ere found. 

She rifle, a 6.5 caliber, aade in Italy in 1940, Serial C 2766, was taken 
by Lieutenant Oay to the Identification Bureau about SsOO i'.M, and lesked 
in an evidence box until further checking could be done. Agent Odua, 
Oallas office of the F.B.I. drove l,ieuteaant Day to the City Hall. The 
rifle had no aanuf ooturer' s nais*; and had a telescope sight mounted on it 
which was marked as follows: 

ii- X 18 coated Ordinance Optica Inc., Hollywcod, California. I'here 
was a amall cloverleaf design v.-ith "O JG" stamped inside the clover- 
leaf. 

Lieutanant Day returned to 411 olm itreet about 2i4S i.M. and continued 
the investigation with othar Criiae 3oene iearch officers. 
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ihmxt fifty photographa sere mads of tlie area inyolv«d In the ahooting 
and a scale drawiig was md« of the sixth floor by fletectives J. B. ^ck. 
and !?. L. Jfcudehalter. 

2he cartons in the area wh.re the rifle was found, 

near the windw where th<, spent hulls were found were P^^"**"* 
ft palm print was found on tha top northwest corner of * . 
appsawd to hav« -been used by the assassin to sit on while 
rifle. This i>ala print was collect«d and preserved, along with the carton 
ft ca;^ off of , and three cartons packed hy the window apparently to r«st 
the rifle on. 

Lieutenant Say returned to the Identification Bureau about 7:00 i .H. and 
started Checking th» rifle for prints. Two fing«rprinte «ere found on the 
side of the rifle near the trigger and magazine housing a palm print 
was found on the underside of the gun barrel near the end of . 
frappeared probable these prints were fro«» the right palm and fingers of 
Lee flarvey Oswald, but the rifle waa released to the ^-B'^' ^° ^^^f °* *2_ 
Vaahinrton. i). 0. before the exaaination was completed and positive ident- 
ification of the prints could be made. The prints were not very good for 
Gomparison purposes. 

i'araffin casts sere aade of Oawald's hands and the right aide of his face 
about 9»0C i.H. Hovember 22, 1965, in the Honiicide Bureau office by 
.ierseant Barnes 598 and Detective J. a. Hicks. These oaats were 

sent to DOGOIt aovember .35, l')65 for nitrate tests.
